Artist and Leytonstone resident 
Bob and Roberta Smith kicked off 
the 150-day campaign at the fourth 
annual Walthamstow Garden Party. 

Joined by Council Leader Cllr 
Clare Coghill and Cabinet Member 
for Arts and Culture Cllr Ashan 
Khan, Bob and Roberta Smith said, 
“I’m delighted to back Waltham 
Forest’s bid for Borough of Culture. 
Waltham Forest understands that 
it’s not just about bringing art to the 
people; everyone has culture, and 
art is about voices being heard. This 
isn’t a ‘bling’ bid; this is a bid that is 
going to involve everybody.” 

Cllr Clare Coghill said, “This 
competition is our opportunity to 
celebrate everything that is great 
and unique about Waltham Forest, 
bringing everyone together to back 
the bid. We’d love to hear from 


you so that we can make sure that 
our bid is totally led by and for the 
community. We’re very confident 
that our bid can go all the way, so 
please get involved!” 

The London Borough of Culture 
competition is being run for the 
first time, and works like similar 
competitions such as UK City and 
European Capital of Culture. 

Bids will be submitted to the 
Mayor of London’s office on 
December 1, and the winners 
will be announced in February 
2018. The winning borough will 
receive £1.1 million in funding to 
be dedicated to arts and culture 
programming.

There is separate rate of pay for 
those living in the capital - the London 
Living Wage - where there is a higher 
cost of living. 

Waltham Forest Council has been 
paying their staff the London Living 
Wage, £9.75 an hour, since 2011. 

This accreditation from the Living 
Wage Foundation’s proves that 
Waltham Forest is an ethical employer. 

The Council also works closely with 


its suppliers to ensure they too pay 
their staff fairly. 

Council Leader Cllr Clare Coghill 
said: “I’m really proud of achieving this 
accreditation from the Living Wage 
Foundation. 

“Waltham Forest has always strived 
to be a good employer, paying rates 
that mean our team do not just scrape 
by on their salaries, but can actually 
have a better quality of life. 

“We have committed to maintaining 
the London Living Wage, and also to 


work with many of our suppliers to 
ensure that those people who work for 
the Council, but at arms-length, also 
see the benefits of a minimum salary 
that provides for their needs. 

“I would urge all employers; 
especially those with medium and 
large workforces to strive for this 
accreditation and ensure their staff 
are paid and treated fairly. Research 
shows that companies that do, have 
more highly motivated staff and better 
recruitment and retention rates.”

Blocks get 
fire boxes 

All high priority Waltham Forest housing 
blocks have now been fitted with Fire 
Boxes. These boxes contain information 
for emergency services in the case 
of a fire. Building plans and a list of 
residents who may need extra help 
in an evacuation are stored inside the 
boxes. This information will allow the fire 
brigade to navigate the building even in 
difficult conditions and ensure that all 
residents are taken to safety. The boxes 
are regularly updated with the latest 
information about the housing block. High 
priority blocks are also inspected regularly 
to ensure fire safety standards are met. 
The final boxes were installed in June. 


Transform our 
Tennis Courts 

£250m funding has been made available 
to transform the country’s community 
tennis courts. Waltham Forest residents 
are being encouraged to come together to 
register their interest in receiving funding 
for their local courts. In the biggest ever 
UK investment programme for tennis, 
offered by the Lawn Tennis Association, 
courts will be easier to book and will 
ensure rain and darkness do not stop play. 
Ridgeway Tennis Hub in Chingford has 
already seen an increase in usage since it 
benefited from improvements funded by 
the LTA, Waltham Forest Council and Sport 
England.

New measures to make 



your streets safer 


New measures are to be 
implemented to stop residents 
from feeling threatened and 
intimidated on our streets. 

Anti-social behaviours like 
spitting, littering, public urination, 
street drinking, aggressive 
begging, nuisance behaviour and 
verbal abuse of passers-by will 
be combatted by Public Space 


Protection Orders (PSPOs). 

Anyone who doesn’t comply with 
the new orders, which come into 
place in September 2017, could 
face instant Fixed Penalty Notice of 
£100 or the prospect of legal action 
which could result in a fine of up to 
£ 1000 . 

The PSPOs are being 
implemented as a result of residents’ 


growing concerns about anti-social 
behaviour. When we consulted with 
residents, 80 per cent experienced 
anti-social behaviour in the borough 
and 77 per cent agreed it was fair 
to restrict these behaviours in public 
places. 

The PSPOs will also see drivers 
who stop on zig-zag lines outside 
schools during certain hours, which 
endangers school pupils and other 
road users, hit with fines. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy Leader 
and Cabinet Member for the 
Environment, said: “It is simply not 
right that residents and visitors to 
our high streets and town centres 
should feel intimidated, threatened 
or harassed by congregations of 
street drinkers, aggressive begging 
and verbal abuse. 

“By introducing Public Space 
Protection Orders we can start to 
address these concerns and help 
make our streets and town centres 
more welcoming for our residents 
and visitors.” 

The orders are supported by 
the local Police. Waltham Forest 


Borough Commander Richard 
Tucker said: “Anti-social behaviour 
can have a serious impact on our 
communities. Waltham Forest, 
like many other urban boroughs, 
suffers from a range of problems like 
drinking in the streets and parks, 
aggressive beggars, and on-street 
harassment. 

“Solving some of these issues will 
take time, but we are committed to 
working with the council to make 
life better for our communities, 
promote the regeneration of our 
town centres and to keep Waltham 
Forest safe. These Public Space 
Protection Orders make it easier to 
achieve these goals, and they have 
my support.” 

The PSPOs will be introduced in 
the Leytonstone, Cann Hall, Cathall, 
Grove Green, Leyton, Lea Bridge, 
Forest, Wood Street, Higham Hill, 
High Street, Hoe Street, William 
Morris and Markhouse wards, and 
parts of the Chapel End, Hale End 
& Highams Park and Valley wards in 
September.

Poor hygiene, 
butcher fined 

The borough’s Food Safety Officers had 
a major victory recently when a butcher 
on Lea Bridge Road pleaded guilty to 
extremely low hygiene standards at 
Thames Magistrates Court and was 
ordered to pay £10,000 in fines and 
costs. Haji’s in Leyton, owned by Waqar 
Ahmed, was inspected by Council 
Officers last November where they found 
a mouse infestation. There were mice 
droppings on the shelves, floors and in 
cardboard boxes used for food displays. 
Gnawed packaging was found as well 
as a dead mouse beneath a food display 
unit. German and Oriental cockroaches 
were also infesting the shop and rear 
kitchen.

Private fostering is when 
children or young people 
under the age of 16 (under 
18 if disabled) are cared for 
by someone who is not their 
parent or a very close relative, 
through a private arrangement. 

There are many different types 
of private fostering, for example: 
someone looking after a close 
friend’s children while the parent is 
in hospital or children with parents 
who are working overseas. Even 
holiday exchanges that last more 
than 28 days are considered a 
private fostering arrangement.

If you are involved in private 
fostering it is your legal duty to 
tell Waltham Forest Council - by 
doing so we can offer you and your 
privately fostered child lots of help 
and support. Remember, if the 
arrangement was made by social 
services it is not private fostering. 

Also, if you are not be fostering 
yourself, but know someone who 
is, you can help us keep children 
safe by getting in touch and telling 
us what you know about a child 
who is being privately fostered, then 
we can investigate.

Members Allowances scheme 


Elected Members (Councillors) of an Authority are entitled 
under the Members’ Allowances scheme to receive 
remuneration for the duties they perform. This scheme is set 
out in the Constitution of the Council. 

The scheme is governed by the Local Government & Housing 
Act, 1989, as amended and the Local Authorities (Members’ 
Allowances) (England) Regulations, 2003. All Councillors 
are entitled to a basic allowance to cover their democratic 
duties. Some Councillors also receive a Special Responsibility 
Allowance (SRA) reflecting the level of additional duties they 
undertake (see the table below). Councillors who hold more than 


one post are only entitled to claim the SRA with the greatest 
value. In appropriate circumstances, Councillors can claim an 
allowance towards carers’ costs, travelling and subsistence 
costs when carrying out certain duties outside the Borough. 

“Members Allowances were reduced by 5% and then frozen 
in 2011 in response to the difficult economic climate facing 
residents and the financial constraints on Local Government 
spending. A review in 2015 showed that members allowances 
were below the recommended levels of the London Council’s 
Independent Panel on Members’ Allowances which was 
published in June 2014. Accordingly, in line with the June 


2014 Independent Remuneration Panel recommendations, the 
Council resolved to unfreeze the allowances” and at its Council 
meeting 25 May 2017 to apply an annual increase equivalent 
to the NJC increase for officers for 2017/18. 

The following table sets out the current rates of Members’ 
Allowances for the Municipal Year, 2017/18. Also set out 
are payments made to individual Members in the financial 
year 2016/17. The 2016/17 figures also reflect that some 
Councillors had changes of responsibility during the year.

Council, involved over 80 local 
organisations and saw 1,300 people 
participate, including 450 young 
people. 

Council Leader Cllr Clare Coghill 


said: “The Garden Party goes from 
strength to strength each year and is 
a shining example of arts and culture 
in London. 

“This is why we launched our bid 
to become the first London Borough 
of Culture on Saturday. With so 


much to do and enjoy we are in a 
strong position to win. 

“It was great to talk to so many 
local people who are proud about 
where they live and want to get 
involved in making sure Waltham 
Forest is on the map.” 

Louise Jeffreys, Director of Arts at 
the Barbican said: 

“It was wonderful to see 
thousands of people enjoying 
the creative wealth that Waltham 
Forest has to offer. As a Waltham 
Forest resident myself, witnessing 
the vibrancy and diversity of the 
borough was a particular joy, as was 
seeing world-class music.” 

The festival had music, theatre, 
dance and circus and workshops 
from artists such as Toots and the 
Maytals, Tinariwen, Layla Rosa, Boy 
Blue Entertainment, Walthamstow 
Youth Circus, X7eaven Dance and 
MovE17. 

The emphasis on recycling this 
year also meant that 46 per cent 
of the rubbish was recycled or 
composted, two-thirds more than in 
previous years.

She qualified as 
a Registered Midwife in 1984 and 


worked in Nigeria until coming to 
England in 1988, qualifying as a 
Registered General Nurse in 1993. 

“The main difference between 
being a midwife in Nigeria and the 
UK at the time was that in rural 
Nigeria, I was the main medical 
contact for the women I worked 
with, taking on several roles at 
once. In the UK I can refer to 
specialists of all kinds” 

In 2012, Cllr Osho was appointed 
Queen’s Nurse by the Queen’s 
Nursing Institute in recognition of 
her commitment to providing high 
quality care. 

“This was an extremely humble 
moment for me, but I was elated 
that my hard work and leadership 
had been recognised. I’ve always 
been driven to be an advocate for 
my patients and fellow nurses. I’ve 
always thought we should treat our 
patients and colleagues with dignity 
and respect as we would treat our 
own family. I’ve spent a lot of time 
fighting for the rights of both.” 

In 2014, she was elected as 
a councillor representing Lea 
Bridge Ward. Since then, she 
has supported and represented 
residents on various issues relating 


to healthcare, schools, planning 
applications and individual 
personal cases. 

The Mayor will be fundraising in 
conjunction with Diabetes UK to 
support local diabetic care services 
and raise awareness of the impact 
of diabetes on people’s health. 

“Diabetes cuts across age, race, 
religion and social background. 

By tackling it we will have an 
impact on every comer of our 
borough. We need to take a 
holistic approach, starting with 
education and prevention, to 
medical care and supporting 
people to make the changes they 
need to keep it at bay. If we beat 
diabetes we would save the Health 
Services millions!” 

Cllr Yemi Osho is married 
with two sons. Her husband, 
Olukayode, and younger son, 
Richard, will act as consorts during 
her year in office, along with Pastor 
Birkett Bennett as her spiritual 
adviser.
